Paris Police Arrest Five in 
$500,000 Robbery from Khan 


Paris, Jan. 20—(AP)—Raids in the underworld slums of Mar- 


seille and Paris have netted five of the bold gang who ambushed and 
robbed the Aga Khan last August, French police announced today. 


The leader of the gang and his 


sweetheart, police said, have been 
murdered, apparently in falling 
out among the thieves. 


But two of the gang still are 


missing, and with them the loot— 
$500,000 in jewels stolen from the 
Aga and his wife, the Begum, in 
the daring daylight holdup of Aug. 
3 near Cannes. 


Police say they know the iden- 


tity of the two—Paul Leca and 
Charles Vinciniolli. The investiga- 
tion led them through the tough 
dockside hangouts of Marseille, to 
the island of Corsica, to the crim- 
inal dens of Paris—and to a villa 
next door to the Moslem leader, 
where his jewels apparently had 
been buried for days while police 
vainly hunted. 


The bandit chief, Roger Sena- 


nedj, and his girl friend, Renee 
Remy, have been slain, police said, 
apparently by their accomplices. 
The bodies have'not been found. 


The 72-year-old Moslem ruler, 


one of the world's wealthiest men, 
and his wife, the Begum, were held 
up by tommy gunners as they 
drove from their villa near Cannes 
on the Riviera on their-way to 
visit the Aga's son, Prince Aly, 
and daughter-in-law, movie actress 
Rita Hayworth.

But New York City, 
which uses hard coal, reports a 12- 
day supply on hand 


Stockpiles Down 


The best estimate of the amount 


of soft coal above ground cornes 
from the Southern Coal Producers 
Association which puts the figure 
at 22,000,000 tons, the lowest in 15 
years.

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Little Finland Looks to 
Paasiviki for Independence

London—The re-election of Pres- 


ident Juno Ku'sti Paasikivi, Fin- 
land's oldest 
active statesman, 


demonstrates again the almost de- 
fiant, stubborn independence oi 
the hardy Finns—a nation of 4,- 
000,000 living m the shadow of the 
Red colossus. 


Despite a Communist pressure 


campaign, the Finns chose once 
more to place their independence 
In the tired but capable hands of 
a man who helped build the little 
republic after the first world war 
as its first prime minister. 


A Smart Loader 


Though almost SO, he still is the 


dominating personality in Finnish 
politics. 
"The old man m the 


palace" talks the Russian language 
and understands Russian ways. He 
sees the need for good relations 
with a big neighbor, but without 
sacrificing treasured liberties. 


Through the critical years of 


Finland's independence he was the 
man the Finns most frequently 
chose to deal with the Russians. 
He began his political career as a 
radical but shifted to conservatism 
and now is regarded above party 
politics without party affiliation. 


He commands Russian respect. 


While he knows what the Russians 
want, he knows, too, what his peo- 
ple want—the right to live in free- 


dom, 
free to deal with west or 


cast. 


That may be a reason for Com- 


munist desires to see him out of 
the way. 
Their eventual aim is 


to tie Finland tightly into the Rus- 
sian bloc of satellites. And if ever 
there was a moral bulwark against 
Russian pressure, it is Paasikivi. 


Pressure MOM- 


Tho Russian note demanding sur- 


render of 300 alleged Russian "war 
| criminals" and charging Finland 
| with a breach of her peace treaty 
| in the midst of the presidential 
campaign was regarded as an open 
pressure move m support of the 
Finnish Communists. 


The outcome of the election un- 


doubtedly will drive Finland's Com- 
munists to a new wave of agita- 
tion—especially because they face 
the prospect of again being kept

HALF-CENTURY

Illinois Public Aid Commission 
because of dwindling funds. 


The commission said it was 


lopping off allowances for "less 
essential" items—such things as 
tooth paste, shaving equipment, 
school supplies and first aid kits— 
to keep from 
overstepping its 


budget. 


The cuts applied to persons 


under three programs, relief, aid 
to dependent children and old age 
pensions. 


"I believe—and I know that the

Earlier this week the cuts were

U. S. Acts to Conserve Resources 


Here and there heartening signs are seen that the coun- 


try is starting to grapple seriously with the problem of pro- 
tecting its basic wealth—its resources of land, water, min- 
erals and forests. 


Yale University has announced establishment of a new 


graduate program of research and teaching in conservation 
of natural resources. The school believes the time has come 
for the college* to undertake the training of competent per- 
sonnel in this field. 


Backing for the program comes from the Conservation 


Foundation, an organization headed by Fairfield Osborn, 
noted conservationist, who calls it a ''step of extraordinary 
Importance." Osborn's group is itself currently engaged in 
a painstaking survey of the nation's ground water resources. 


At the same time, we learn that President Truman's 


special Water Resources Policy Commission already has met 
>nd agreed to survey water problems "from the headwaters 
of the country's rivers to the sea." 


Water is of course only one part of the general problem, 


but right now it is uppermost in people's minds because of 
shortages in the east. And it's as good a place as any to 
begin. Failure to maintain ample water supplies will throt- 
tle the country's growth as emphatically as any other re- 
sources failure. 


But the kind of thing the commission is doing should be 


done for all resources. Congress must often regret having 
abolished the old National Resources Board. It was wet 
equipped to keep the nation wisely informed on its inventory 
of natural wealth. The job it could have done must now be 
performed by other agencies—piece-meal. 


We should chart carefully the known resources, measure 


them against the likely consumption of an expanding popu- 
lation, set up rules for their wise use. Where shortages are 
presently or potentially serious, we also should focus on 
further explorations to turn up new supplies. And as a vital 
backstop we should push the development of adequate sub- 
stitutes to have ready when- any key resource plays out. 


These steps are so elemental they sound obvious, 


up until now we haven't done very much about them. 


But 


One of the most effective means of increasing durabil- 


ity of elemental metals is to combine them in alloys or to 
control their minor constituents so as to achieve the corro- 
sion-resisting properties desired. Stainless steel is the most 
spectacular example.

effect. As a pure drug, nicotine is 
a powerful poison. When burned 
as it is in smoking, the harmful 
effect of the nicotine is certainly 
lessened. 


Tobacco smoke irritate* the deli- 


cate mucous lining* of the breath- 
Ing passages. Coated tongue in 
heavy smokers is the rule. The 
throat and larynx, or voice box. 
are irriated by heavy smoking and 


• smokers frequently have a slight 


rough and hoarseness. 
DAMAGES APPKTTTT: 


Smoking interferes with the ap- 


petite. The person who stops heavy 
emoking suddenly tends to gain 
weight merely because he eats 
more. People with ulcer* of the 
etomach are often advised not to 
•moke. Smoking increases the acid 
secretions of the atomach a n d 
tends to slow the healing of an 
ulcer, some people believe.

HOW TO CONTROL GAMBLING 
For several years there has been a slow crescendo of propaganda 


rom various sources to persuade the American people to temporize 
A-ith gambling, to legalize it in one form or another and collect from it. 


The recommendation by Mayor O'Dwyer of New York City that 


he state should legalize betting on sporting events from horse racing 
jo basketball and should take over enforcement of the gambling laws 
s one of the more conspicuous of such proposals. 


It is significant that the mayor should wish the state to take over 


esponsibility for policing the situation that such a legalization would 
nduce. Violation of the laws already on the books against gambling 
resents a serious challenge to municipalities, large and small, in al- 
nost every part of the United States. There is talk of crime syndicates 
irganized on such a widespread basis that a city or county can scarcely 
:ope with them. 


The American Municipal Association, representing 9,500 mayors, 


after hearing reports of gambling and crime ring activity from I 
Angeles, Chicago, New Orleans and elsewhere, voted at its recent con- 
tention to map a campaign against elements that try to control city 
;overnments by bribery and corruption. 


Earlier they had appealed to the United States Department of 


ustice, and there is every reason why local enforcement agencies 
hould have all possible support from state and federal governments. 
?hey cannot, however, slough off responsibility for coming to grips 
with the operators of slot machines, policy rackets, and horserace pool- 
rooms, since in a literal sense all gambling is local. 


There is, then, a choice to be made between two basic ways of 


ooking at the gambling problem. One makes the cynical, defeatist 
assumption that there will be gambling anyway, and seeks to coin a 
revenue from it. The other recognizes that gambling is essentially 
not only nonproductive but costly and injurious to the community, and 
Jierefore endeavors to suppress it. 


Any attempt to dally and compromise with gambling—to license 


:ondone, or try to make it decent—always results in more gambling 
Hayor O'Dwyer draws the line at pinball machines and card rooms 
but will it be any easier to stop between the taker of ice hockey bets 
and the faro dealer than it is between the race track pari.mutuel win- 
dow and the intown bookmaker? 


"Once the principle of legal gambling is endorsed," says the New 


Vork Times, "there is no stopping place." The majority floor leader 
in the New York state assembly asks: "What makes Mr. O'Dwyer 
.hink you could do away with illegal gambling merely by licens- 
ng the gamblers?" 


Even those who advocate legalized gambling almost invariably de- 


clare their objective is Lo control it. As with some other social evils, 
>ur observation is that the only force that effectively controls gam- 
>ling is vigorous, sustained and unrelenting opposition to it.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

FORMOSA WRITTEN OFF: 


NOW HOW ABOUT ACHESOX? 
President Truman came out last weekend with a statement in 
which he wrote off Formosa in the plainest possible words. 


The United States government, said Mr. Truman, does not intend 


at this time to obtain bases on the big strategic Island off China's 
southeast coast, or to send military advisers to help Chiang Kai-shek 
iold the place, or to use any kind of armed force to keep Mao Tze- 
:ung's Communists from trying to take over. 


Under the circumstances, this is perhaps as wise a thing as Mr 


Truman could do about Formosa. It will lose us another large chunk 
of face in the Orient, but by any sort of intervention in the Chinese 
civil war we might stir up a conflict which could build slowly or swiftly 
into World War III. 


Besides, the Reds are having trouble bringing the mainland Chi- 


nese under control, and if history is any indicator they never will be 
able to jmbdue China completely. By "grabbing Formosa, they pre- 
sumably would add to their difficulties. 


But we can think of an even wiser thing which Mr. Truman could 


do if he felt like it. That would be to follow up his writing: off For- 
mosa with a writing-off of Dean Acheson, secretary of state. 


As a politician and diplomat, Mr. Acheson seems almost never to 


know whether it is Thursday or June, or. if so or not so, why or why 
not. The Acheson clique in the state department has been as respon- 
sible as any other single factor for the balling.up of U. S.-Chinese 
relations. These babies inherited the mess, true, from ex-Secretaries 
of State George C. Marshall and EM Stettinius. But they only pro 
ceeded to make it worse. 


As a lawyer in private practice, on the other hand, Mr. Acheson 


was reputed to be good. Why not give him a grandly ceremonious 
bounce back to his old profession? 


He'd probably be happier there. And we're convinced the nation 


would be better off with somebody else—almost anybody else—as sec 
retary of state.—-LaSalle News-Tribune.

I assure you that the 


Chinese people play their cards 
very well, as is demonstrated by 
the play in today's hand. 


West opened the three of spades 


and declarer held off the spade 
until the third lead. "His next play 
was the ten of diamonds. 
West 


put on the four and dummy the 
deuce. 


It was not necessary to make 


five diamond tricks, but declarer 
wanted to assure four diamond 
tricks. He was hoping that if East 
held four diamonds to the jack he 
would make the mistake of win- 
ning the ten-spot, but East played 
the three. 


Now declarer attempted to es- 


tablish the jack of clubs as an 
entry to dummy. He led the four 
of clubs and East won the jack 
with the queen. He returned a 
club which was won by declarer 
with the ace. 


The ace of diamonds, the king of 


clubs and the ace and king of 
hearts were cashed, bringing the 
situation down as underlined. 


Declarer led the queen of dia- 


monds. West could not discard a 
spade 
because declarer 
would 


overtake the diamond in dummy 
and play the good six of spades. 
He could not discard the ten of 
clubs, as declarer would hold the 
trick and win the next trick with 
the seven of clubs. 


So West let go of the queen of 


hearts, whereupon declarer held 
the tnck and then led the deuce 
of hearts. East had to win the trick 
and lead from his jack-eight of 
diamonds into dummy's king-nine.
